day.

O'Brien, who la arrested and under bail, 
was continued before United States Com- 
missioner Shields. 
John H. McCarthy, 


tfee First Mate, who had told the story ol 
the trip, wao cross-eiamlned. He said 
that he had himself some time ago been 
a prisoner before Commissioner Shields 
for 
violation 
of 
the 
neutrality 


laws. 
He 
had 
made 
an 
affi- 


-lavlt 
against 
Captain O'Brien be- 


cause he thought Captain O'Brien had 
acted unlawfully and had exposed the 
whole crew to the danger of being snot 
If they had fallen Into the hands of the 
regular government of Colombia. The 
crew had asked him to put the captain 
and chief engineer In Irons, but h* hid 
refused to do It. Ho believed the .cap- 
tain had received money from the revolu- 
tionists. When the witness protested 
against the use of the vessel by the revo- 
lutionists, Captain O'Brien .said, "We 
cnn't do anything,"and he replied; "Ihe 


we can't. I've a big revolver In my 


cabin and I can ahoot two or three of 
them." 


CAPTAIN O'BRIEN. 


Captain John O'Brien was called for 


the defense and told his story. He said 
he had been captain of the City of Mexi- 
co tor one year, and had been master of 
various vessels for thirty years. Four 
days before the vessel left New York he 
was told that she was going to Savanllla, 
and proceeded to get her In order In the 
customary 
manner, 
There 
was no 


secrecy whatever 
about the loading. 


After she had sailed, he told every one 
who asked him whither she was bound. 
On her arrival at Bavanilla the customs 
officers came aboard with a pilot, and, 
after examining her papers, gava a per- 
mit to entor tho port. 
After the 


cargo was 
discharged 
the Captain 


went ashore to see A. Perez & Co., the 
consignees, and Consul Dawson. By the 
advice ol the consignees and ot Mr. Pe- 
relra, he made a charter party to carry 
250 passengers to Bio de la Hacha 'it a 
fixed price of $400 a day. He had no In- 
structions from Lord & Austin to do this, 
but he thought It a good chance to make 
a little money, as he was under heavy ei- 
pense for ballast and labor. He did not 
suspect that he was doing anything un- 
lawful. 
The consignees advised him 


that It was all right, and Consul Dawsoa 
signed toe charter party as a wltaess. 
His clearance papers for Rio de la Hacha 
were also made out regularly. 


SOLDIERS. 


The- troops that came aboard were near- 


ly all colored men and were dressed In 
fancy costumes, no two of them being 
alike. They carried guns, and hu under- 
stood they were soldiers, 
^he vessel 


started for Rio do la Hacha and arrived 
there the next night. The American flag 
was flying during the daytime, but was 
taken down some time before her arrival 
there. Tho witness asked tho General 
about landing the troops, and was told it 
would be done when word came from 
the shore. When the customs officers put 
off toward toe vessel he was told that 
tho soldiers meant to capture them, 
and he said It would never do. Tlio offi- 
cers came on board, saluted the General 
as a friend and hugged him, and this 
made tho witness think it was all right; 
but when the officers tried to go back 
the soldiers started up as 11 to kill them. 
The witness protested, bnt to no purpose, 
and tho men In the boat were taken 
prisoners and put under guard In a state- 
room. The witness then Insisted on 
returning 
to 
Savanllla, saying that 


the charter party 
bad 
been vio- 


lated. The General consented to this 
on condition that the vessel should first 
go twelve miles further to the westward, 
where he desired tojsend a letter ashore. 
This was done, and a schooner was sight- 
ed which the pilot said was a gunboat 
with two guns and armed men. The 
pilot said the General desired to capture 
her and Captain O'Brien said he would 
have no band In It, and ordered the man 
at the wheel to put It hard aport, thus 
turning the vessel away from the schoon- 
er. 


DID AIJL HE OOUI.D, 


The witness told the crew that to at- 


tack tho schooner would be to make a 
pirate of the steamer, and the General 
said he dldu't care, that ho had Instruc- 
tions to go ahead. The pilot then con- 
sented to take command of the steam- 
ship provided the chief engineer would 
consent. This the latter positively re- 
f nsed to do and the Idea of capturing 
the 
schooner was 
abandoned. 
The 


General made Captain O'Brien 
sign 


a 
paper 
saying 
he 
had 
refused 


to land the 
men 
or 
capture the 


schooner. The boat of the captured cus- 
toms officers was left at Santa Martha. 
On 
returning 
to 
Savanllla Captain 


O'Brien protested to the American Con- 
sul and to the consignees, and demanded 
the release ol the seven prisoners. He 
got a certificate to the effect that the 
General would be punished for overstep- 
ping his anthority and that the prisoners 
would be returned to Rio do la Hocha.

Mate McCarthy neglected his work for 
several days and tried to Incite nratlny 
among the crew.

A fine of 9600 bad been Imposed on him 
for not gtvlng a complete manifest, and 
be had applied to Secretory Manning to 
h&ve It remMUd.

DB. TOBBTJBOH'S BBBMON. 


The religious exercises attending the 


celebration of the 66th anniversary of Odd 
Fellowship were held at the opera house 
at 10:30 B, m. on Sunday. The weather 
was oharming, and members of the vari- 
ous Deoatur lodges, including the'Daugh- 
ters of Kebekah, attended in a body, all 
wearing the beautiful regalia of the order.

There is no need ot pronouncing on

iuventions; the railroads; another force is 
the wide spread intelligence existing to- 
day; the public schools; to-day the only 
aristocracy known is the aristocracy of 
brains, no matter whether the pupil be 
rich or poor; another is the newspaper, 
and then the organization?. 
The beauty ot Odd Fellowship is the 


nulhiioation of classes—all professions 
and business and occupations being rep- 
resented in the lodge room. All trades 
and classes mingle together for the gene- 
ral good. The great idea ol friendship, 
love and truth is to help man, because he 
needs help. Odd Fellowship and its work 
nre the teachings of Christ demonstrated. 
The story of the Good Samaritan was 
told, when the clergyman declared that 
no matter what a man's religions belief 
was, it he needed help he should receive 
it. It a man came to him, no matter if 
he was an atheist, if he was in need of 
assistance, he would gladly give all in his 
power, just as readily as it the sapphaut 
were to state that he was a Baptist and 
was baptized twice a year. 


It is on the life of Jesus Christ that 


the order of Odd Fellowship is founded. 
The power of the order ii its pathetic 
side. Prosperity divides people. Sorrow 
and pathos umto,and good follows. Christ 
touched the pathetic chorda of life by 
bis tenderness and great sacrifice 
He is 


the central idea, "If I be lifted up I will 
draw all men unto me." Odd Fellows, 
may God bless you in your work. Visit 
the sick, bury the dead, feed the hungry, 
clothe the naked—your order is a noble 
one. May it grow and continue to do 
good in our land. 
The above is but an imperfect synopsis 


of the excellent discourse It was appro- 
priate, eloquent and covered the main 
idea of Odd Fellowship, giving those not 
members of the order a general under- 
standing of its teachings. 


THE MISSION WOEK. 


It was missionary day at the First M. 


E. Church, and through the efiorts of the 
pastor, Rev. Mr. Conltas, the church more 
than met its assessment, without calling 
for contributions from any other branches 
of the benevolent work. The church was 
asked for 8400, and last uight the mem- 
bership gave a total of 55331,GG, which 
with the 8100 from the Sunday School 
members, makes $13165, an excess of 
over 831.

Man 
oannot sow in the flesh and reap spiritual 
fruit It is a great mistake to believe 
that man can cheat and defraud all his 
life, and then at the last hour knock at 
the door and expect the Lord to let him 
in.
